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A Month With ths Sebch— An English Narra- 
tive — Condition of the lvebel Army. 

The December number of Blackwood con- 1 
tains an article Hiving some account of a jour- ] 
Bay through the . outhern States in Septem- | 
bcr lust, made by two Englishmen, probably ; 
Kir James Ferguson and his coin pan ion : 
The Southern Country. 

How we passed the Federal rmtpn'ts it is 
unnecessary to mention; suffice to saw, that 
the first indication we had of oor approach to 
the secession army was Hading a bridge, by 
winch we had hoped to cross the lircen 
l iver in Kentucky, burnt down to the water's 
edge, and the debris still smouldering on the 
banks. 

Tbi> country people informed in that a de- 
tachment of Southern troops had bei n en- 
camped hero for some days, and had "done 
the job at 'the bridge yesterday." From the 
way in which these good folks spoke of the 
soldiers, assuring us that they did no harm, 
but paid for what th"y wanted in gold and 
silver, it was <piite plain that the allegiance 
of our informants was not given to Mr. Lin- 
coln s government, and that we had fairly 
entered the forbidden " insurrectionary 
States. " Moreover, we were reminded bv a 
slight incident th.it here '•property ha< an- 
other meaning beside that to which Blacks 
stone has applied it. 

Being obliged to stop for the night at the 
cottage of a simple-minded primitive old 
couple, we were sitting round a log tire in the 
1'ooin, which formed our kitchen, parlor, and 
host's bedroom, when a little black woolly- 
headed urchin made his appearance, and be- 
gan diligent preparations for our supper. 
"Smart lad that, ma am. " we remarked to 
our hostess. "Yes, siree, " replied the old 
lady. " Would n't take seven hundred dollars 
for my boy. There's nut earn another in all the 
country round. A gentleman offered me six 
hundred for Him last Week; but. dear me, 
'twould break my heart to part with my boy. 
He goes with me to meetia' fvery Sunday — to 
mind my horse and wagon. '' 

Our party at the little inn broke up on the 
arrival of a train, and we found standing- 
r .huh in a car crowded with soldiers. Few 
were dressed in uniform, but all were well 
armed: one beside us, not a bad sample of 
the rest, had ti breech-loading carbine slung 
over his shoulder, two revolvers in one side 
of his belt, and a bowie-knife in the other 
What a contrast these men presented la the 
soldiers we had hitherto seen ! Determina- 
tion and reckless daring marked every feature 

and gesture. 

" Do you think the Yiin! ees are going to ! 
whip us, sir?" inquired our friend, looking I 
like a walking infernal machine. 

" Well, they have a tine army, and will do | 
their best, I think. " 

'• Don't care, sir; they ain't do it. If they 
beat us in the Geld we II take to the woods 
and shoot them down like squirrels. Look 
here, sir; see what they have done to me. I 
am a shoe-maker by trade. They tried tol 
arrest me in Blhmbethtown ; I got away, but] 

they took my wife; so by I'll take five- ! 

nnd-twenty Yankee scalps, or they shall have 1 
mine ! " 

Being disappointed in finding any of that 
Union feeling in the south of Kentucky of! 
which we hid heard so much in New York, 
we proceeded to Nashvillr>, in Tennessee. | 
More camps, more soldiers, more drilling, 
Jlen. women, and childrin think of nothing 
but the war. Fathers of lar^o families are I 
frequently seen serving in the ranks as pri- 
vates, side by side wilh their sons. Ladies' 
make soldiers' coats and trowsers, while chil- j 
dren knit their stockings. Trade is, in a great 
measure, at a stand-still; but the rapidity 
with which the people, hitherto dependent \ 
upon the North for every manufactured ur- | 
tide, however simple, are beginning to sup- 
ply their wants' for themselves, receives at 
Nashville a curious exemplification. A few 
weeks ago a boy discovered n method of 
making percussion caps, which the army was 
then much in need of. A factory was forth- 
with established, that now turns out some i 
millions per week. 

Amongst the' dangers which we had heard 
at New York threatened the South, a revolt 
of the slave population was said to be the j 
most imminent. Let us take, then, n peep at i 
a cotton field, and see what likelihood there is 1 
of such a contingency. 

On the bank of the Alabama river, which \ 
winds its yellow course through dense woods 
of oak, n«h, maple and pine, thickened with 
tanglM copse of varied evergreen", lie some | 
of tho most fertile plaiit*itioiis of the State. | 
One of these we had the advantage of visiting, i 
Its owner received us with all that hospitali- 
ty and unatl'ected bnnhommie which invariably 
distinguish a southern gentleman. Having! 
mounted a couple of hacks, we started off 
through a large pine-wnod. and soon arrived ! 
nt a "clearing'' of about (wo hundred acres in 
extent, on most of which was growing an av- 
erage cotton crop. This was a fair sample of j 
the rest of the plantation, w hich consisted al- 
together of seven 'hou» ind acres. Riding in- ' 
to the middle of the field, we found ourselves , 
Furronnded by about forty slaves, men, wo 
men, and children, engaged in "picking." 
Negroes with Gold Watches. 

They were all well dressed, and seemed 1 
happy and cheerful. Wi-liing to know what 

time of day it was. I asked Mr. the 

hour, whereupon one of tho darkies by my 
side took out a gold watch and informed me. 

"Do your laliorers generally wear gold 
watches, sir?" I inquired. 

"A great manv of them have. "Why. sir. 
my negroes all have their cotton-plots and 
gardens, and most of them little orchards. 

We found fnan their own testimony that 
thoy are fed well, rhietlvupon pork, corn, po- 
tatoes, and rice, carefully attended to when 
sick, and on Sundays dress better than their 
masters. « 

Many of them had six or seven hundred 
dollars of their own. w hich they either lend to 
the banks or hido in the ground. In the hot 
weather they begin work at six in the morn- 
ing, and goon till ten : they then go home 
till about three, and when the sun dc lines, 
return to their work till six or seven | n t die 
cool weather they begin soon after davlight. 
and rest for two or three hours in the middle 
of tho day. 

We next visited the "Station," n stre»t of 

cottages in a pine-wood, where Mr. s 

"family" reside. These we found clean and 
comfortable Two of the men were sick, and 
had been visited that morning by a doctor; in 
tho meantime they were looked after by the I 
nurses of the establishment, of whom there ' 
were thrco to take care of the children and 
invalids. 

Material of the Southern Army. 
But,"conepicuous by their absence" were the 
farmer-boys — a body from which the bestof the ' 
northern army are recruited. In the South, of 
c.ourse, this class docs not exist; the whole of I 
the field-labor being carried on hy slaves. 
This industrial peculiarity, which was eonsid- 
ered by foreigners as the great weakness of ' 
the Confederates, has hitherto proved to them 
a tower of strength. We found in all the 
States which wo visited, agricultural opera- 
Hons progressing with as much vigor nnd reg. ! 
ularity as in times of profound peace. Indeed, 
tracts of land hitherto allowed to run Waste, I 
will this year be sown in corn to counteract 
as much as possible the inconvenience of the 
blockade. 

B it the slaves are not emploved exclusive- 
ly in out door lalior. Necessity has taught the 
South that she must rely upon herself fori 
many things which she cannot do without, 
and which, in former times, it was cheaper to 
import than to manufacture. Large numbers 
of tanti-l'jojaa oad spuiuuitj-wLouu uiu MS 



in the country districts, which the popula- 
tion are rapidly learning to make good use of: 
and we met one planter who showed useiiough 
cloth for the uniforms of lifly men, that lad 
been entirely made on his own property. 

Again, before the war. leather was so little 
manufactured in the South that hides were 
widow -aved, and lanyards were almost un- 
known. Shoe-making, saddlery, and many 
oile r industrial employments are now being 
quickly brought into operation; and all the 
country appeals to want is the machinery to 
adapt its boundless natural productions to the 
wants of man. 

A Visit to Manasras. 

Having been kindly provided with a pass 
to the headquarters of one of the generals 
near Manassas, about a hundred and twenty 
miles from Richmond, we were allowed to go 
up in a soldiers train. All along the line we 
found flags wavir.g from tho houses, and 
crowds assembled at the stations to bid God- 
speed to those who were leaving home, fami- 
ly, and profession for the rough realities of 
active warfare. 

General Johnston, the "chief of the army 
in Virginia, is a man who appears to be h) out 
the age of forty five or titty. Ill stature be i» 
middle size, and possesses a powerful upright 
form, a quick, intelligent eye, while his man- 
ner is indicative of that rc-oluc determination 
for wbieh he has always been distinguished. 
General Beauregard, the second ill command, 
looks two or three years younger, and bears 
in his fin e, strong marks of Flench origin ; 
while his features are those w hich generally 
characterize the gentlemen of Louisiana, his 
native State. Small, active, and wiry, be 
struck us as a man capable of doing much 
hard work, and enduring great fatigue. Gen. 
QuetSrviis Smith, late Street Commissioner, at 
New York, the school-fellow" and 'intimate 
friend of Gunoral McC'lellan, is third in rank, 
lie is taller than the other two, broad-shoul- 
dered, slightly inclined to fie-h. with as honest 
and straightforward a countenance as is pos- 
sible to see. All three were distinguished at 
West Point Academy, and served afterwards 
with credit in the Mexican war. Undoubted 
bravery, scientific attainments, unimpeached 
integrity, kind disposition, and lofty patriot- 
ism, are qualities which the army believe 
their three great commanders to be endowed 
with. This conviction, added to the surpris- 
ing success that has hitherto crowned the 
Southern cause, inspires in the rank* a confi- 
dence seldom to be found in m-wly raised 
battalions. 

C 'irtitition of the Rebel Army. 

The drill of the army is the same as the 
French the step even quicker than the Zoii- 
ftves, and a good deal longer than that of the 
English infantry. Movements Hie ex'dit d 
with considerable precision, and as rapidly US 
in English light-infantry battalions. 

From the reports we had heard in the 
North, we expected to find ragged and half- 
clad regiments; instead of which we failed, 
during many rides through the v«riouscamp>, 
to see one man who was not clad in service, 
able attire. It Was expected that winter 
clothing would be served out before the 1st of 
November, and that dress would then become 
more uniform. 

But the point to which the chief attention 
of officers and men is directed is tho arms. 
Besides the Enfield rifle, most of the privates 
fn the army carry at least one revolver and a 
bowie-knife — thee are invariably kept bright 
and in good condition ; ami the early training 
which all Southerners undergo in shooting 
squirrels as soon ns they are able to handle a 
gun, gives them « facility of using their 
weapons and a correctness of aim that ren- 
ders their fire unusually formidable. 

The commissariat seemed to be most effi- 
ciently administered. 

A large depot of bread-stuffs is placed in 
convenient position, whence the different 
corps are supplied in wagons drawn by four 
horses, one of which a negro generally rides. 
The resources of the country produce the 
fresh meat necessary for the enormous daily 
consumption ; and we frequently saw scores 
of cattle and sheep driven along the roads, 
from t be condition of w hich it was evident 
Unit their journey had not been long. Indeed, 
a country gentleman informed us that there 
were animals enough in two counties of Vir- 
ginia adjacent to the seat of war, to last the 
army for two years. 

Mr. Blair's Emancipation Bill. 

Tho following are the leading points of the 
Emancipation bill introduced into the House 
by Mr. Blair, chairman of the .Military Com- 
mittee: 

First — The apportionment of the national 
tax among the rebel States. 

Second — The charge of each rebel State's 
portion pro rata on the lots nnd lands of citi 
zeils of snid States, according to the valuation 
(hereof under the last census. 

Third — A proclamation bv the President on 
tho 2 - Jd of -February next, to all citizens of 
the rebel States, to pay the taxes charged on 
their lands. 

Fourth —The lands of all who fail to pay. 
after sixty days, shall be liable to be seized, 
an'l the title thereof vest in the I'nited States. 

Fifth — The President to appoint three Com- 
missioners for each rebel State, to take charge 
of lands whoso title is thus vested in Govern- 
ment, and leaso or sell the same, as tho Presi- 
dent may direct; but persons claiming to be 
loyal, w ho shall, in two years, furnish proof of i 
loyalty, shall receive each from Government j 
title tfl their lands. 

Sixth — These Commissioners to receive a ' 
Mary of $8,0 each, and to have two clerks 
each, at a salary nffl.000. They shall enter 
upon duty whenever any county <>r district of 
the rebel States is reduced to Federal author- 
ity by tho Commanding General. 

Seventh — Personal property of citizens in 
rebel Slates to be taken after June next, in 
default of their payment of tiie National In- 
come Tax. Loyal owners to have lime for 
rechimai ion. 

Eighth— The proceeds of leases or sales of 
rebel property to be paid into the nutional 
Treasury. 

Ninth — The slaves of rebel masters, taken 
by our army, or brought into our lilies, or 
coming in voluntarily, shall be protected, and 
the rights of rebel m as ters^ii vested by u sum 
mary examination of Commissioner*, and 
ecrtWIcates of freedom issued. 

T -nil] — These emancipated persons shall be 
hired to employers leasing Government lands, 
or employed by Government in public works, 
or indentured to agriculturalists or mechanics 
for a term of five years of all over twentv- 
one, and until twenty-five years of age of all 
under twenty-one. reserving reasonable Wages I 
for their service, which wages shall go to j 
Government, to be held in trust for said per- 
sons, and to bo used in deporting them to j 
new homes — the employers to feed, clothe | 
and lodge them properly. 

Eleventh — If any Statu shall emancipate its 
slaves, they shall be taken in charge of by the 
United States, and treated in the samo man- 
ner as slaves taken from rebels. Any free 
negroes wishing to emigrate shall be deport- 
ed by Government, and provided for SS Slaves 
emancipated under this bill. 

Twelfth — The proceeds Of the sales of the 
lands and other property of rebels, and the 
wages of apprenticed and hired persons, shall 
create, a national fund, one third to pay the 
cost of providing new homes for emancipated 
per-ons and transporting them thereto; one 
third to pay the Federal ta,x Imposed on the 
reliel States, and one third to pay loyal own- 
ers of emancipated slaves, and the lo*«es of 
loyal persons by reason of the rebellion. 

Thirteenth —Th't P e-ident shall acquire in 
Mexico, South America. Central America, or 
islands in the Gulf of Mexico, binds, or the 
right o* settlement on binds to which emanci- 
psled slaves shall bo transported, single per- j 
sons receiving forty acres of laud, ulid mar- 
ligd persons oryluy uurvts. 



The Charge of Barbarism. 

TrtE LONDON TIMES ARTICLE OX TBI STOSI 
KLKET. 

There are limits to the rights of destruction 
which even a nation at war may exercise. 
We rend in Grotios, and other writers upon 
the state of war and peace, thi.t all people 
v. ho udserve the name of h nation have, in all 
times, respected things which are beneficial 
to the whole human race. Thus there is a 
role, derived from the authority of Holy 
Writ, that fruit trees shall be spared wher- 
ever found. The imph montf of the husband- 
man have also been held sacred. To conquer, 
and net to destroy, is the right of a belligerent 
nation of civilized being*. Yet we are told, 
with a dastardly exultation, that fleets have 
gone forth from New London and New Bed- 
ford, laden not with soldiers and arms, but 
with stones, and that those fleets, "with their 
stony burth'iis scuttled broad-ide. have ob- 
literated, lor years to come, the channels of 
entry by sea to those cursed cities. Charleston 
and Savannah." The object is to strangle 
these great ports of commerce; not to repos- 
sess them, but to destroy them for all time. 
•' Of the effectiveness of such a stone block- 
ade." writes the exulting journalist of New 
York, there can be no doubt. The main ship 
channel leading to Savannah is but two hun- 
dred and lifly yards ac o s in the narrowest 
place, and can be perfectly barred by half a 
dozen of these vessels. Charleston harbor is 
equally eligible *o the same treatment. Once 
sunk, these old hulks become points for the 
accumulation of alluvials which the rivers 
bear dow n, nnd of the sands w hich the tide 
carry back. There is a natural tendency in 
such ports to form obstructions, and ail we 
have to do is, as the physicians say, to "assist 
nature. " 

Becoming thoroughly imbedded in the sand, 
the accumulations but advance with Mine, 
forming unconquerable nhsiach s to reopening 
the harbors, and establishing a blockade which 
the highest pressure diplomacy in the world 
will be utterly powerless to raise. If this be 
true — and we believe the fact of the attempt 
is established — it is an act of hostility to the 
whole human race. The civilized Greek re- 
fused to put out "the eye of Greece;' the 
savage American <ui\* in full security to par- 
alyze all the senses by which the Southern 
States might communicate in all time to Borne 
with the outer world. " It must be confess- 
ed. " says this exulting Vandal, "there is 
something wonderfully gratifying in this 
silent, resistless piece of Rad imanihean jus- 
tice. The calmmss of themethod is fine, and 
a chef d arnnre in this way ; r.o vulgar 
theatrical vengeance; no laving of the city 
in ashes, as those heated braggarts of Charles- 
ton threatened, but. a silent blight fulling on 
them as though out of the might — deadly, in- 
evittl le— -atld h aving those perfidious cities in 
a petrified death in life. '' People who would 
do an act like this, would pluck the sun out 
of the heavens to put their enemies in dark- 
ness, or dry up the rivers, that no grass might 
forever grow on the soil where they had been 
offended. Yet such men ask for our sympa- 
thies, and there are a scattered few among us 
who are not a-hamed to identify themselves 
wilh them and their doings. 

Once again, the Government of the North, 
in the agony of its disappointment and its 
rage, is evidently almut to make an attempt 
to spread massac-e t hrongh the unprotected 
dwellings of their e-tranged brethren. That 
the division of these two vast countries must 
occasion the extinction of slavery no one 
who looks thoughtful^*' upon passing events 
can doubt. Two independent States cannot 
stand side by side without the clement of 
slavery oozing forth. 

But this design of the North h is nothing to 
do with slavery as a principle. It con- 
templates the negrne on'y as an instrument 
of revenge. It means, not the subjection of 
armed men in fair fight, but horrible deed* 
committed upon defenceless w hites of every 

age and sex. Here again, wo believe that 
the success of the scheme will not by any 
means correspond with the atrocity of the 
Convent ion. B t i' i* a terrible act for men 
Bulling themselves civilized to have even con- 
UmipUted. It is terrible alike for whites mid 
(br black*; for it seems that, after exciting 
these black men to work out this unmanly 
revenge, the North does not pr ipose to efldnre 
their presence. Mr. Lincoln, like one of the 
despots of the old world, undertakes to trans- 
port the whole race, slave and free, to some 
territory w hich no white man desires, but 
which Mr. Lincoln will buy for them, that he 
may never more behold a sable face. 

All these things are as yet but in their com- 
mencement. Some are only threatened ; 
others are only tentatively begun. Thev 
promise, however, in their development such 
scenes of horror as the world has never seen 
since men fought like wild beasts. Against 
such methods of war we protest at the outset. 
Against bloody reprisals. again»t the wanton 
destruction of those harbors which a beneli- 
cient Creator has given for the enjoyment of 
all His creatures, against mentations' to domes- 
tic rapine mid murder, we protest in the name 
of hnniMnitv anil civilization. Tln-re Is scopo 
enough given bv the laws for ruthless deed-; 
but acts of mere vengeance never yet decided 
tt great war. nnd ought not to be permitted 
by the guardians of the civilization of man- 
kind. 



How Political Arrests aro Made 

Appleton Galstnitb, indicted for fitting out 
a slav er, had a hearing before .lodge Spragne, 
at Host, ,n. on Saturday last. He argued hi« 
own ease, which was » motion to reduce the 
bail demanded by the court. In the course 
of bis speech he made the following state- 
ments : 

••(.in the 17th of November, lSfil. being 
then in the full enjoyment of all his constitu- 
tional lights, mid never having been guiltv 
of any offense against the laws of the I'nited 
States, he was, by force and arms, taken from 
his home, carried to Fort Lafityette, in which 
place be was for n long while confined, de- 
prive 1 of his liberty, without warrant or law. 
The only pretended warrant R»r treating him 
with such severity was on a piece or slip of 
paper, purporting to bo a telegraph dispatch, 
as follows : 

"Wasiiixotox, Nov. 17,1801. 
"R Hurray, I". S. District Deputy Marshal 
New Yo: k city: 

A rre-t Appleton Oak-smith ami Jacob Aplev, 
and confine thein in Fort Lata vet te. 

[Signed] "WM. II. SEW A IIP." 

"He wrote to counsel asking them to inter- 
fere in his behalf, hut to the best of his knowl- 
edge they never received the letters. Soon 
afier a document was read to him and the 
other prisoners, as follows: -The State De- 
partment is informed that prisoners have em- 
ployed counsel. This will not be allowed, 
and any attempt to do so w ill be looked upon 
as an additional cause of offense.' This was 
signed by the Secretary of State, mid the de- 
ponent was informed that any etlorts for re- 
lease were to be made to the State Depart- 
ment by him personally. He wrote sev eral 
letters to Secretary Seward, in which be sta- 
ted in pretty plain terms his opinion of the 
abuse- to which he bad been subjected, but to 
none of these letters were any responses re- 
ceived." 

He was diseharged from custody as a politi- 
cal prisoner, but immediately afterward was 
arrested for titling out a slaver, and on this 
charge ho is now in jail at Boston, awaiting 
trial by the civil authorities.

Captain Wilkes did not proceed in this 
matter on his own iv-p. nsilmity. He acted 
in the name ot ihe Federal Governitii lit. The 
Whole subject m ist be viewed in the light of 
this feCC JaV. Lincoln is din-ctiy amenable 
to us Jot this scandalous and i,ut, ngemu 
provocation, lie must be. culled to uc-ount 
lor it.

The advocates of peace at any price 
are resorting to the wbinH era by which they 
strive to convert their opponents, w Io n reason 
and instinct are obviously and irrisistabry 
against thein. They proceed to talk annul 
deeds of violence committed by Englishmen 
ill years gone by. They plead the moment- 
ous iutere-is which hang upon the question 
of peece or war wilh federal America. They 
preach snivelling sermons on the iniquity ol 
reven gS and the sin fuliie s of self-will. Some of 
them even try to prove that America was right, 
and that England i- wrong. But thi' drivel- 
ling philo.-ophy, this effeminate and consump- 
tive piety, i< out of date mid out of place 
We are in no mood for such miserable sophis- 
tries at the present moment. We have been 
insulted; and v.-e have but one cry — repara- 
tion or chastixeiuent ! 

It is not for us to dictate the course which 
her Majesty's advisers will see it their duly 
at Ihe present moment to pursue ; but of one 
thing we are quite certain, the Minister who 
will tamely snbmit to such an outrage as that 
which has been cast upon us, will soon 1»' 
hurled from office by the indignation "f a 
people unanimous and resol VSXt. Lard Pal 
merston has the character of being a patriot, 
wedded to the honor and integrity ' f IRir na- 
tional renown. Let him now vindicate his 
reputation, or for ever hide his head. At 
such a time as tlii-. party distinctions fade 
awav, and personal prejudices aro forgotten 
We ask not whether o r government is whig 
or tory. liberal or conservative. We ask but 
one question — Is it English} If not, the 
sooner it is driven from power the belter. If 
it is. then will the violated flag of England 
SihiIi assert its supremacy. Away with all 
foolish chatter ; we have but one doty, and 
that duty is the vindication of our insulted 
dignity , and the assertion of our power so 
rudelv desecrated and so insanely defied.

Magoffin, be, and he is hereby, instructed to inform 
those concerned that Kentucky expec's the Confed- 
erate] or Tennessee troops, to be with lrawn from her 
soil uncon'ritionullv. 



Proclamation bv the Governor. 

"Wherkas, the following Act, to-wit: 
An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State, and for other purposes. 

4 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Camttutnwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
pofyeeebf repelling said invasion, the Governor 
Of the Slate of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue bis proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens ot Kentucky, between tlio ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-live years, to be mustered into the 
Service of this Commonwealth lor any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 9. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies w ho 
shall, w ithin three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commissi,,!, for lhat purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proner for the command of such volunteers. 

*. 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accented under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
Griie al in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall he then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§■ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided tor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into strvice, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

4 5. That tin- Govi rnor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided lor by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsi men and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : I'rncided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested hy ihe (Jeneral in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : Ami pruouled also. That such per- 
sons shall recen e five dol lam per month of extra 
pay 

§ G That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
iu case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fitly dollars. 

4 7. That the conim.iiider in the field may or- 
ganise individuals who lender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them lo elect their officers, 
who -hall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ ct. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
ol ollicers by any company, imitation, squadron, 
or reejnient shell be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
c unty court, who may be called on for that 
jairpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the ollicers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, it they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to su eh certificate. 

§ 'J. That the comtn mding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff ollicers, 
and with such. rank, as 'he Inspector General is 
empowered to np]>oiui by the 1 1'h section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organisation ol th* Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved .March f), If fill ; ami he -hall have the au- 
thority conferred on siid Inspector General 
by the 1< tli, 1 1th, and l;Mi sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

$ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organised Into aquadrona, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divis-ons, ami have the same num- 
ber ol officers for each squadron! battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, anu division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and ration- as are allowed the troops 
of the UnlVveu States ot the same ran* and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

<) II. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Ha- this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers ana 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to nil the requirements of said above recited 
act.
